The Mayo College Mail (MCM) interviews Mr. Olivier Auvray (OA) and Mr. Jacques Hauchecorme 
(JH), who are from France with their students for the French Exchange. 



MCM: How do you feel in India? 

OV: Well, India is a great place. The people are very friend- 
ly and genuine. The capital Delhi fascinated me. 

MCM: What were your first impressions about Mayo 
College? 

OV: We already knew that Mayo College was a big school 
but when I came here I saw that it was even bigger than 
our imaginations. I knew that there were many students 
and teachers living here with many facilities, but I wasn't 
aware of the immense greenery that exists in Mayo College. 

MCM: What differences do you find between the school- 
ing of French and India? 

OV: There are tremendous differences. I teach in a day 
school and I hardly know of any boarding schools in 
France. There are many subjects in France and subjects like 
Arts and Music are optional there. 

MCM: We have heard that you are very careful about fit- 
ness? 

OV: Yes. That is right. I love sports. I had a couple of tennis 
games with some great tennis players of India. I was badly 
defeated by them. I had an injury in my arm so I could play 
as well as I actually can. 

MCM: As a French person, what would you like to tell to 
the Mayoites? 

OV: I would like to tell the boys who are taking French as a 
subject, to try for the French Exchange because, first of all, 
Mr. Kunal Kumar is doing a wonderful job and when the 
boys visit France, we can reciprocate the homelike feeling 
that they are giving us. It would be great for my students to 
live with them for sometime. 



MCM: What were your first impressions for India? 

JH: The first impression I had in India was in Delhi. I 
was surprised with the overpopulation. I already knew 

about this but it was surprising to see so many people 

on the streets, in the rickshaws, or in the traffic jams. 

But I was impressed with Mayo College. It is a great 
place. The students and staff are very kind. Everybody 

is trying his best to make us feel as if we are at home. 

MCM: How are you feeling in Ajmer? 

JH: Well, in Ajmer the temperature is really hot. I 
knew about the Indian food before because I had 
eaten in the Indian Restaurants but the food here is 
much spicy. So I had a few stomach problems! 

MCM: What differences do you find between the 
schooling of French and India? 

JH: There are many differences. In France the time 
table is different. The timings of the school are from 8 
in the morning to 4 or 5 in the evening. But one thing 
that I liked in Mayo is that with academics the impor- 
tance is also given to co-curricular activities like Arts, 
Music, etc. 

MCM: What do you think about the French Ex- 
change Programme? 

JH: I think it's going great. Last May we had a few 
Indian students in France and I hope that the number 
keeps developing. But I feel that the number should 
not exceed above 20 students, because then it becomes 
difficult to manage them at the same time.
